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DIVERSIFIED 
FARM PRODUCE 
GOES TO MARKET 


Some fourteen commercial farm 
crops ‘were sent to market during 
the month of June from the south- 
eastern area of Tulare county, it 
was revealed this week through 
figures compiled by Gordon Swang 


agricultural inspector and issued 


from’ the Visalia .office of Oscar 
Hemphill, .. agricultural commis- 
sioner, attesting to the fact of 
great: agricultural diversification 
in the Porterville area. 

In addition to the Valegeia or- 
ange harvest, which. was complet- 
ed in June, this community mar- 
keted 14,512 crates of sweet corn, 
-with 13,000 of these crates ship- 
ped from the Cannell acreage at 
Ducor through the Rodenberry- 
woe shed at Terra Bella. 
TOMATOES HOT 

Tomatoes hit 29,000 lugs dur- 
ing the month, and, with a hot 
market developing early this week 
tomato shipments are. continuing 
heavy. ‘With the picking of figs 
virtually completed, 22,139 flats 
have left this district. 

Potatoes are running strong at 
_present, with the sheds at Terra 
Bella and Cotton Center hitting 
four cars on some days. Com- 
plete figures on potato shipments 
» will not be compiled, it is stated, 
‘until the season is completed, 
probably later this month. 

SHIPMENTS VARIED 

Other shipment figures show: 
squash, 3,651 lugs; apricots, 8,929 
lugs; peaches, 7,126 lugs; berries, 
9,398 crates; cucumbers, 261 
Jugs; okra, 83 lugs; garlic, 159 
lugs and qnions, 51 sacks. 

Picking of peaches, principally 
Elbertas. and Babcocks, is contin- 
uing heavy at the present time 
and it is expected that shipments 
of onions will continue for several 


weeks. S

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Golden Glory Proves 
Good Breeding, Pays 


Practical proof that good bred- 
ing pays off in hogs is seen in 
the achievement of Rolla L. 
Bishop, of Porterville, who, since 
1940, has established his pure- 
bred Poland Chinas as one of the 
outstanding herds in the western 
states and has built a national 
reputation for his original herd 
boar, the late Golden. Glory. 
“It was on Golden Glory that 
Bishop pinned his hog-breeding 
hopes seven years ago. He secured 
the pig after it had won the junior 
championship. at the Nebraska 
State fair in 1940, and confirma- 
tion of his excellent choice came 
the following year, when, at the 
California State fair, Golden Glory 


took grand champion honors, 


When he died at seven years of 
age in March of this year, Golden 
Glory was. the- oldest pig of. his 
breed in service in the United 
States. Although it is impossible 
to determine his contribution to 
the breed, some idea of his value 
can be seen from the fact that 
more than $30,000 was paid by 
breeders for his “get.” 

ASHES BURIED 
“You can’t help but feel senti- 


mental about even a pig, when 
that pig does as much for you as 
Golden Glory did for me,” Bishop 
decl&res, And.as a gesture toward 
a top-caliber breeding animal, 
Bishop had the body of Goldea 
Glory cremated and the ashes bur- 
ied on“his Monache ranch west of 
Porterville, 


Bishop started his pure - bred 
hog venture with one boar and 15 
sows, At present he has 150 head, 
with 95 per cent of Golden Glory 
‘breeding. His” present_ herd boar 
has four crosses: of Golden, Glory 
through his dam. 

Bishop has sold breeding stock 
in all of the western states except 
Utah, and pigs from his Monache 
herd have gone to the Philippine 
islands and “the Territory of. Ha- 
wali, At present he is negotiating 
for. another shipment to the Phili- 
ppins and*to the Panama Canal 
zone. 

FIRST SALE - 

Last January Bishop held his 
first public sale, conducting it at 
the Tulare-Kings County Fair 
grounds in Tulare. Twenty - six

The picker is mounted on a 
Farmall M tractor and handles a 
single row as it» moves through 
a field. Experience of cotton men 
in Kern ‘county and in the Tulare 
laké ‘basin indicates that with the. 
machine, cotton can be picked at} 
a cost’ of around $8. per bale or’ 
less as compared to the $3 per: 
hundred that has been - paid to’ 
hand pickers.

The picker will gather the lint 
in 95 per cent of open bolls, it is 
stated, and the plant and unopen- 
ed bolls are not damaged by the 
machine, The picker will operate 
efficiently without defoliation of 
the cotton plant, however. stand- 
ard practice is to defoliate prior 
to heavy picking.

Rubber doffers remove the cotton 
from the spindles and drop it in an 
air conveyor that carries it to an 
800 pound capacity | basket on top 
of the machine.

He be- 
lieves that pork will remain a 
profitable product for some time 
to come and that there is a pro- 
mising future for those farmers 
who understand or who are will- 
ing to learn the hog business.
